VOLUNTEERING IN AUSTRALIA. 
REMINISCENCES AND BXPERIENCES. 


Seeing the red coats and white facings of the 
gallant, West Yorks Ja Hongkong for the first 
Ume, there came to the wrlter at once pm ficad of 
recollections of the time. when he waa similarly 
uniformed in the far away little island of 
Tarmanta, The undress of the Tasmanian 
Rifts Relgment was exactly the samo as that of 
the West Yorks, save that our badge wan a 
“ramping” Hon In silver, and our glengarries

Although a0 long ago that {¢ makes one fect 
an old fogey to look, back on those days, the 
Hight of the familar rig brought ap memories 
fresh as.Al of yesterday.
